RURAL FREE DELIVERY.

Its Rapid Growth and Powerful In-
fluence in Promoting Progress,
Hon, A, W. Machen, In the July Success.

Of all the [nstitutions that promote
Lthe progress of the Unjted States, thera
Is no other, to my mind, that compares
in importance with free rural mall de-
livery. Although It is searcely five
years since the system was adopted, It
has alrendy revolutlonlzed soclul, busi-
ness, and economic conditions In terrl-
tory covering more than one hundred
thousand square miles. Its popularity
I8 Increasing at a rate exceeding that
ittending any improvement heretofore
uttempted in the postoffice service, and
it means more in the way of personal
happiness and public advancement than
anything else of which I know.

The Importance of this new branch of
the poestal service is hest indicated by
the rate at which it has grown. We
began, In 1896, with an appropriation of
forty thousand deliars. For three yeurs
previous to that, congress had made,
each year, an appropriation; but, with
declining revenues and increusing de-
ficlts, the postoflice depuartment had
been louth to take any step that might
involve additional burdens, As thi
matter of establishing rural routes had
been left to the discretion of the post-
master-general, the appropriations were
unused. In 1886, congress, in making
the appropriation, embodied a manda-
tory clause; and, wilh much misgiving,
Postmaster-General Willlam L, Wilson,
In October, 1806, established the first
route, which was out of Charleston,
West Vieginia, On the first of July,
1887, only forty-three routes were in
operation. Today there are more than
six thousand routes, serving six hun-
dred thousand farmhouses, in  which
live more than four milllon people, It
requlres some experience of life in the
country, under old condltions, to realize
what it means to these people to be
suddenly brought from an isolated pos-
ition into daily touch with the outer
world, the news and events of which
had only sifted to them at haphazurd,
The territory covered by the rural
routes is equal to about one hundred
and twenty thousand square miles,
equaling in area the New Engluand
states, New York, and New Jersey.
Eventually they will cover one million
square miles or more. The approprii-
tion for the malntenance of the service
advanced from $40,000, in 1507, to $i0,-
000, in 1898; $100,000, in 1800; $450,000, in
1000; $1,760,000, in 18901, For the fscul
year ending June, 1902, we have an ap-
propriation of $3.600,000, Of this sum,
three million dollars will be required to
maintain the more than six thousand
routes, the cost of each being five hun-
dred dollars, Nearly five hundred
thousand dollars will be used in the
expense of administration, For the
year 1503, the department has requested
an appropriation of $6,250,000, and there
is not the slightest doubt that it win
get it, for members of congress are
agreed that no other single item In our
annual expenditure brings anything like
a proportionate relurn to the people,

The game of cards was first played in
the East, and seems to have had & mili-
tury origin, Cards were Introduced
from Asia to Europe at the time of the
Crusades, und were first used by ne-
cromancers to tell fortunes. They soon
became a popular amusement in the
south of Iurope, where the Baracens
and Moors taught the people how to
use them, and card playing spread to
all parts of the continent, The state
records of Germuny mentlon the fact
that Rudoelph 1., in 1275, was fond of the
game, and played with his courtiers,

After the Invention of paper the mun-
ufacture of cards became extensive, but
declined somewhat when card playing
was forbidden by several of the Ger-
man Btates and by the English govern-
ment on avcount of the supposed im-
moral tendency. Before the eric of pa-
per, cards In the Orlent were made of
Ivory, papyrus and canvas, less fres
quently of the precious metal, and guite
commonly of wood.

BACK TO WORK

EMPLOYED ON TUNNEL IN O0X-
FORD MINE.

They Were Loath to Go on Btrike
When the Men Were First Called
Out—Washeries of the Delaware
and Hudson and Erie Companies
Resumed Yesterday—No Opposi-
tion Was Made by the Miners,
Bome Facts About the Anthracite
Coal Mining Industry.

Twenty miners employed as rockmen
at the Oxford colllery, of the People's
Conl company, returned to work yes-
terdny, They were employved at drive
Ing a tunnel when the strike was de-
clured, and went out with the miners
when the Rockmen's unlon declded to
Join In the sirike,

Heveral times In the early part of the
atrike the employes of the People's Coal
company evinced o willingness to re-
turn to work if they could do so with-
out getting thelr numes on the unfalr
list., The officers of the compuny made
A propogition to the ofcers of the
United Mine Workerg thut they would
grant every concession any other come-
piany made, providing the Mine Work=-
ers’ unlon would congent to thelr em-
ployea returning to work to get out
coal for local trade only. The matter
wns considered ot a conference In
Wilkes-Barre between President Mitch«
ell and District Presidents Nlicholls and
Fahey, and the proposition, together
with similar ones from several olher
Independent companies, wag vetoed,

The Oxford miners were making big
money and had no grievances, It was
with reluctance they responded to the
sirike order. If n break comes in the
strikers' ranks, the People's company
employes can be expected to be far
from the last to return to work,

WASHERIES RESUME,

Two more washerles were sturted up
vesterday, the Grasgsy Island of the
Deluware and Hudsgon company, at
Olyphant, and the Hillside collliery of
the Erie company, at Plttston, The
opening of these washerics were at-
tended with no hostile demonstrations.
The sirikers evidently have glven up
hope of being able to prevent their
operation.

The Delaware and Hudson company
thought that possibly there would be
trouble attending the resumption of
work at the Grassy lIsland and had
Sheriff Schadt and a number of his
deputies on hand te foresiall it. Their
gervives, however, were not requlred.

The Grassy Island continued to opers
ale after the strike was declared, bhut
closed down efght days Tater, when 1,-
6500 strikers marched on the works and
fdrove out the employes. Rather than
foment trouble the company allowed
the plant to lie Idle until yesterday,

MENTION OF
MEN OF HOUR

IMPORTANT POBITION HELD BY
JOSEPH D. LEWIS,

Was One of the Men to Obtain a
Place in the New Oensus Depart-
ment—When My, Lewis Was in
This City He Was n Member of
Common Council—Dy, John M. Car-
nochan, Formerly Physiclan at
Hillsilde Home Is Now Practicing
at Princeton.

The establishment of the permancnt
census bureau at Washington will furs-
nish regular employment for over 600
clerks, who have been selected from
nmong some 3,500 who were engaged In
the work up to July., Among the nume-
ber vesappointéd on that date was Jos-
eph D, Lewis, of this city, who Is at
the head of one of the most important
departments In the census bureau.

“Judge" Lewis, as he |s famillarly
known, entered the service of the gov-
ernment in the spring of 1800, He had
just been re-elected for a second time
‘a8 common councilman from the Fif-
{lmnth witrd  when the appointment
teame to him, and he served continuous-
[1y through the entire period of the elev-
|enth census in the division of manufac-
tures, editing scheduleg and treporting
gpecinl Industries,  When the day for
the organization of counclls arrived
Joe was in his seat, having come from
Wiashington to assist the Republicans
In organizing the body. By reason of
his holding n government position, he
was declared ineligible to the seat, and
wis not allowed to vote, He thereupon
resigned, and a special election  wus
held to {1l Lthe vacancy.

A peculiar colncldence is the fact that
Mpr, Lewis' brother, Willlnm, s now
serving his second term as a repregen=
tative in common council from the Fif-
teenth ward, the seat which the former
relinquished ten years prior to the lat-
ter's flrst election.

Mr. Lewis remained In the Census
Bureau until late In 1802, being one of
the last to be dismissed. When ar-
rungements were begun for taking the
twelfth census in the summer of 1509,
he was one of the first men selected by
Director Merriam, and spent the first
six months of his service In Boston,
where he had a large force of clerks
under him,

In the interlm between the taking of
the eleventh and twelfth densuses, Mr,
Lewlg served as a clerk to the commit-
tee on states and territories of the
house of rpresentutives. Since re-en-
tering the census departiment he has
edited and complled &pecial reports on
munufacturies, recently published. Mr,
Lewis is hame for a few days and will
return to Washington on Wednesday.

When H, H. Patterson came here
